


SENATOR CLARK NAMED TO BOARD 

Senator Richard C. Clark (D-Iowa) has 
been named to the Gallaudet College Board 
of Directors by Vice President Gerald Ford, 
acting in his capacity as president of the 
United States Senate. Senator Clark is one 
of three Congressmen serving on the 21l- 
member Board. 

Elected to the United States Senate in 
1972 following a 1,300 mile walking 
campaign through Iowa, the Senator is a 
member of the Democratic Steering Committee, 
the Senate Agriculture and Public Works 
Committees, and the Select Committee on 
Small Business, He is chairman of the 
subcommittees on Rural Development and 
Federal Buildings and Grounds. 

Born and raised in Iowa, Senator Clark 
received his bachelors degree from Upper 
Iowa University and a masters degree in 
history from the University of Iowa. Be- 
fore becoming active in politics, the 
Senator was an assistant professor of 
history and political science at Upper 
Iowa University for five years. 

He has also served as administrative 
assistant to Iowa Congressman John Dulver 
and as a national organizer for the late 
Senator Robert Kennedy's presidential 
campaign. 

Senator Clark visited the Gallaudet 
College campus early in July and expressed 
a deep interest in the educational needs 
of the deaf.

ALA ADOPTS RESOLUTION REGARDING THE DEAF 

Eleven staff members from the Edward 
Miner Gallaudet Library were able to par- 
ticipate in all or part of the American 
Library Association Convention held in 
New York last month. 

Approximately 50 persons from the 
convention attended an informal reception 
hosted by the Library staff, which pro- 
vided an opportunity for conversation with 
other libraries working with deaf people 
or interested in enlarging their services 
for the hearing impaired. 

Lee Putnam joined ‘Tom Freebairn, coor- 
dinator of Television Projects for the 
Deafness Research and Training Center, in 
a panel on "The Use of Video with the 
Deaf." 

All of these activities and the visibili- 
ty of the Library staff contributed to 
focusing attention on the needs of deaf 
members of the convention. A resolution 
regarding the participation of handicapped 
members included: "Be it further resolved 
that the officials of the American Library 
Association are hereby directed to seek to 
employ the services of an interpreter com- 
petent in sign language for the deaf at 


all conference meetings of the general 
membership and Council."
